He 
had refided a loog ime in England, and ftudied 
with fingular fuccefsthe flyle of the dilpatehes of 
the court of London. To this detetlable being 
the con{pirators had recourfe ; and him they brib- 
ed to fabricate, in the name of Henry, a letter 
addrefled to the Duke of Brittany, demanding 
the inftant enlargement of the Prince, aad threa- 
tening, incafe of refufal, to pour a confiderable 
army into his dominions. The Duke, highiy 
exa(perated at this leaer, of the authenticity of 
which he had not a doubt, inflantly revoked 
the order he had given to releafe the Prince ; 
and, liflening only the dittates of his rage, he 
vowed from that moment his deftruétion, which 
he faid, he had but too long deferred.

indignity? has my brother giver fach orders? 
Could he not be fatishied with the {ufferings | 
have endured? Mufthe add infamy to them?” — 
But thefe moniters, fo far from being difarmed by 
expoftulation and complaint, repeated their ill 
treatment. They removed from him that kind 
attendant who had enabled him to write to his 
avife and to the kite of France; and he was ut- 
terly deprived of the {weet fatisfaction of hearing 
from Alicia, who was now more ftrittly guarded 
than ever. 

The mott abandoned men are incapable, fome- 
times of refilting the impreilions of pity ; fo much 
is that fentiment natural, as it were, to the hu- 
man heart. Ah! wretched mortals, why do you 








not oftener lend an car to that affecting voice, 
which folicits you in favor of the unfortunate? 
Would you augment the number of your pleafure? 
Barbarity is an imprefiion that is foreign to you: 
it fatigues the foul, and is ever productive of 
difguft and remorfe. Du Meel, that inflexible 
moniter, is overcome by the entreaties and tears 
of his prifoner. He furnifhes him with the means 
of writing to the Duke, to whom the Prince ad- 
drefles the following letter : 


**My Lord,

‘longer plead then a name that is yet fo dear to 


me. I will only prefent to you the lowelt of 
your fubjeéts, the moft humble and unfortunate 
of men, who embraces your knees, who bathes 
them with his tears, and who feeks only to ex- 
cite your pity. I might urge my innocence, 
which has been proved by fo many witneffes ; 
{ might appeal to your juftice; but I will only 
implore your clemency. I will even confent to 
appear guilty in your fight, if that confef- 
fion be conducive to yout generofity. Alas! I 
have no longer any pride! Subdued by the iron 
rod of adverfity, 1 throw myfelf entirely on your 
compaffion. Plunged into adeep dungeon, wa- 
tering my bitter bread with tears, whofe fource 
will be foondried up, withoet confolation, with- 
out hope, torn from a wife whom I love more 
than ever, and who fhares my dreadful lot—O 
Heavens! whatan idea! Alicia, Alicia too is 
perfecuted! fuch is the fituation of the Prince, 
who has committed but one fault, a fault dictated 
by Love—but what was I faying? My intention, 
I repeat it, is to hamble myfelf before you as the 
greatct criminal. Your clemency in forgiving 
will the be more confpievous ; and I fubmit, with- 
out referve, to ail the horrors of my fate. My 
connections with Henry and the Englifh have dii- 
pleafed you: thofe connections | renounce; I re-

——Ah! my brother, (I cannot refit, I cannot 
refilt this tender appellation) if our father were to 
rife from the tomb, and behold me in this deplo- 
rable fituation, could he believe—But | forbear 
from the flighteit appearance of reproach. Call 
to mind only, I conjure you, what an Englith 
Prince faid to the inexorable William. You have 
often fpoken to mé with pleafure of that affeét- 
ing circumitance, which did fo much honor, you 
faid, to human nature.* Alas! ifyou are fen- 
fible to the pleafare of being beloved, who will 
love you better than a brother? and you would 
facrifice that wretchd brother, who invokes you as 
he would invoke God bimfelf; and to whom, in 
fpite of all his fufferings, you are flill fo dear. 
Oa! forgive, forgive me! Thefe expreffions 
fhould have irrefiftible power over the human 
heart. And can yours be fo rigorous as to for- 
get their influence? ‘The barbarians, my brother, 
would have you a¢tuated by their own unworthy 
fouls. Recolleét, oh, recolleét, th&t there was a 
time, when you would deign to fold me to your 
bofom.
